(Concluded from the 98d page.) 
Aiter the boat had gotten out to 
saa from Cardenas, a vote was ta- 
ken to determine their course A 
majority voted for coming to Key 
West. Gen. Lopez then asked to 
be set ashore at La Vuelta de Aba- 
Jo, where troops were stationed, 
with the Spanish soldiers who had 
Joined them, and were anxious to 
have followed him. A number of 
the Americans were also willing 
to follow him. The supply of 
fuel was so small, that it was 
thought there would not be suffi- 
cient to take them back to the 
shore and ieach this place, and 
they determined not to return. 
Lopez seems still sanguine.— 
He says that his name will yet 
calla host to his standard: the 
Americans speak in the highest 
terms of hiscourage. He was to 
be found throughout the fight 
where the bullets flew thickest. 
They think though that he was 
deceived as to the extent of his 
popularity in Cuba, and this was 
the cause of the failure of the ex- 
pedition. As to the fact in this 
respect, ıt 1s difficult to say. Lo- 
pez has long had the reputation of 
being the most popular man in 


_-~ Cuba, but his popularity is chiefly 


inthe southern part, where his 
estates lay, and where he lived 
when a, Spanish General. 

Had the project of seizing Mat- 
guzas, and fortifying himself in the 
mountains succeeded, Cuba might 
have been at this moment revolu- 
tonized, As in many other great 
attempts, however, the occurrence 
ofan hour may have thwarted and 
defeated a well formed plan. 

Smee writing the above, we 
hear through the Spanish consul 
at this port, that the Pizarro on 

. Saturday last captured the brig 
Susan Loud and the barque Geor- 
giana, the vessels before men- 
tioned as having carried part of 
the expedition ta Mugeres. They 
were on their way from that is- 
land to New Orleans. Tbey haf 
an board, besides theircrew, some

others who backed out and con- 


cluded to return. The Pizarro 
took them into Havana and imme- 
diately sailed after the Creole.— 
There were taken on these vessels 
a great number of letters, which 
were brought here. 

A smack arrived here an hour 
ago from Havana, and communi- 
cated with the Pizarro. She is 
just going out with the smack in 
tow. 

Haste for the mail prevents me 
from giving you further details. 

I should have stated that some 
of the wounded Americans were 
left at Cardenas from necessity. 
The Governor and Lieut. Gover- 
nor of Cardenas were released on 
giving their word of honor that 
these men should be well treated— 
a promise they remembered most 
probably only while the Creole 
was in sight. The city is full of 
rumors of other expeditions having 
been fitted out from Mississ:ppi 
and Penusylyania This is gath- 
ered from the adventurers. 

CARYSFORT. 


It is proper to state that not an 
article of property was molested at 
Cardenas: not one woman or child 
injured ør insulted. The officers 
and men of the expedition paid 
liberally for what they ate and 
drank. A large jewelry store came 
into their possession during ‘he 
fight, but a guard of soldiers was 
placed over it and not an article 
was touched —[Charleston Mer.

“At least an hour was spent m 
the disembarkation. By the pre-, 
vious order of the Commanding 
General, the troops were landed as 
follows: the Kentucky Regiment 
first, the Louisiana Regiment sec- 
ond, and the Mississippi Battahon 
third. They all got into action, 
however, within a few minutes of 
each other. 

Half “the Kentucky Regiment 
were detached under then. Lieut. 
Colonel to the right ofthe town, 
to attack any force that might be 
found there, and to prevent egress, 
if possible, from the place But 
the latter duty was impracticable. 

Company (A) of the Mississippi 
Battalion, went to capture, and 
hold possession of the 1ail-road 
cais, engineeis, employees, &c., 
who, we had learned, would leave 
for Matanzas at six o'clock, A. M. 

After a short contest, this com- 
pany succeeded in taking possess 
ion of the rail-road cars, and in 
capturing twice its own number of 
armed troops, and retainmg them 
as prisonels. 

‘The action im the city soon be- 
came general. The garrison was 
concentrated under the Governor 
inthe citadel. In the efforts of 
our men to storm this place, the 
Colonel of the Kentucky Regi- 
ment was shat in the leg, while 
gallantly fighting at the head of 
his men. Soonafter, the Colonel 
of the Louisiana troops was woun- 
ded in the shoulder, while leading. 
his regiment against the same eit- 
adel, and almost simultaneously, 
the Adjutant General of the army 
was shot in the leg. 

Soon after the Colonels of these 
regiments were wounded, the 
three divisions, respectively under 
their Majors and Lieut. Colonels, 
made a combined attack upon the 
citadel. 

While this attack was being 
made, the guard of soldiers at the 
prison, at-the corner of the Great 
Square of the town, fired into the 
Mississippi Battalion from the win- 
The Lieut. Colonel com-

President Brigham Young then 
rose aud called the attention of the 
Conference to the direct principle 
of tithing, “we have preached 
and talked and wrote about it a 
long while; L will try again to give 
my views on H, aud the things 
that are, [ will give you my know- 
ledge so that you may all uuder- 
stand and be edified. 

Inthe fist place, we are duty 
bound tọ pay our tithing, one 
tenth of all we pussess, that 1s 
what is required of this people; 
but there are so many queries and 
doubts, and sentunents, as to leave 
the piiueiple of tithing m the dark; 
yet it is simple aud easy to be un- 
derstuod, and may be compre- 
hended by the weakest of a! 
Saints; yet there is a general cvi- 
fusion pertaming to the real debt, 
we owe, called tithing. ‘That debt 
we allacknowledge, all are willing 
to subsertbe to it, and sign an obli- 
gation for it, and yet many do not 
understand that it is the tenth of 
all we have It is as easy to be uun- 
derstood, as it 1s for the Elders who 
are sent foith to preach the fist 
principles of the gospel, that men 
may be saved. The time has been, 
when you and I did not understand 
those easy, simple principles that 
yon read over in the Bible: you’ 
can read all the ordinances m the 
Bible, and yet many exclaim we, 
know nothing about it; at least the 
Ghristian world piesents it so, be- 
tause there 1s uo light in them. 

For the real debt of tithing, I 
will have to suppose characters to 


bring ‘it’ to your minds. Some 


say they arë going to pay their ti- 
thing m produce and not in labor; 
and some say they-pay one ‘fifth, 


‘instead of one tenth. I say" there 


is hot a man that has ever hvéed up 
‘to ‘the principle of tithing: 1 will 
except‘many; for they have given 
all, and then the balance have not 
paid even the‘one-fiftieth of their 
tithing; and im all probability not 
more than one in a thousand dol- 
lars, that has‘been due as tithing, 
1n the Kingdom of God. I have 
been an observer sv far as to know, 
that as a general thing, the law of 
tithing has not beeu lived wp to — 
Those who have pkomptly acted 
as Saints of the Most High God, 
and as servants of the Lord, have 
been ready to give ther all; men 
must come to understanding and 
then live to jt 

Í will take the whole commwmii- 
ty, and represent it as one man, 
and call his name Mr. A. a mem- 
ber of the Church:—I walk up to 
him and sty, Mr. A, tithing 1s re- 
quited of you, to help build Tem- 
ples, feed the poor, the widow and 
the futnerless, and aiything that 
the Law requires; you give the 
one-tenth of all you have for buil- 
ding up the Kingdom of: God up- 
on the Earth, to sustain the Priest- 
hood, aud for rearing up the King- 
dom Mr A. is engaged in many 
branches of business, merchandi- 
zing, trading, farming, and raising 
grain and cattle; he then retirés to! 
his country seat, rides in his ċar- 
riage, has plenty of spare time; 
then he goes to the anvil, to the 
joiner’s bench, &c , &c., and filis 
a variety of trades, positions and 
characters Mr A. commences 
with one hundred thousand doilars 
as capital stock, Mr. A.. there is 
ten thousand dollars due from you, 
which we want this day. He 
pays it and has ninety thousand 
dollats capital stock on hand. Ev- 
ery man must do something, noid- 
ler is allowed in Zion, every man 
must go to ‘work, no man must 
wrap his talents in a napkin, but 
put it to usury; Mr. A. goes to 
speculating on cargoes of merchau-

ferent disposition from what thoy 


had hitherto done. Those mur- 
ders and the(ts created a hostility 
in the minds of the Indians to- 
wards the Whites, and they have, 

fiom that time tothe present, been 
lurking about our noithern bor- 
ders, and committing depredations, 

such as pastuiing horses in the 
grain, robbing the corn fields, ab- 
stracting from melon patches, run-: 
ning off cattle and horses, éc. &c.; 

until on Monday night last, in one 
of their mataading expeditions, m 
a field or garden, they -were shot at 
by a-citizen, more, probably, to 
frighten, than otherwise, though 
the shot took effect and one In- 
dan died: on Tuesday, the In- 
cians massacred a citizen named 
Campbell, some distance from the 
settlement, on the north bank of 
Ogden Rivei, and threatened to* 
massacie the inhabitants, and burn 
the place by 9o’clock next morn- 
ing. An Exptess, stating the facts, 
was ieceived at Head Quarters on 
Tuesday evening, when General 
Wells o1dered a detachment pnder 
General Kidredge, to repair forth- 
with to the scene of action, and 
stand on the defensive, with the 
citizens of Weber County. At 9 
o'clock Wednesday A. M., Gen 

Bildiedge, witha pation of Capt. 
Grant’s Mounted Guards, and such 
others of the Legion as could be 
collected, were at Ogden. The 
Shoshones had moved North; 
taking, as is supposed, some 
cattle aud horses The Utes re- 
mained near by, a portion of whom 
were taken piisoners, without 
fightmg, and kept as hostages for 
the good behavior of their tmbe, 
who have been advised to remove 
South to their usual place of abode 
and have nothing to do with the 
further movements of the Snakes. 
It w expected the treops will re- 
mam, till the inhabitants and grain 
are secured; and we confidently 
hope there will be no more blood 
shed at present.

the resolutions cf the Legislature of this 
State, in relaon to a Territorial Govern- 
ment &e ; accordinuly, we proceed to lay be- 
fore you our reasons and feelings, pertainmg 
to Governmental affairs 

If Congress has passed, at the present sess- 
100, au act for the organization of a Terrilo- 
ry called “Urau Trrnirori,” wiach they 
design for us, regardless of all our feelings in 
the matter, then we have only to yıeld our 
quiet acquiescence there.n, for the time be- 
ing, only urging the morc strenuous, the 
early adjustment of cur boundaries, aud ac- 
ceplances of our Constitution and admission 
If, on the contrary, they have adjourned, and 
no action had upon the subject, you will on- 
ly urge our claims for admission as a State; 
our reasons for this course arc many and ob- 
v.ous —First, we have such an organization 
bemg thrown together m the manner we are 
from all parts of the world, m the midst of 
savage tribes far from any civil organiza- 
tion, necessity compelled us, for our safety 
and protection, to adopt some form of Gov- 
ernment, raz PEOPLE having the unques- 
tronable mght ta choose ther own form of 
Government; have done so. They have 
framed a State, adopted a Constitution, elec- 
ted officers, passed laws, taxed themselves 
for the support of that Government, repelled 


pubhe buildings, explored the country, &e , 
&e , all at their own expense 
Had Congress given us a Territorial Or- 
ganization ın the first instance, all would hate 
been well, for then we could have tracked 
accordingly But whatelse we ask, during 
the tardy action of Congress, could we have 
done, than what we have’ Should we have 
lain dormant, and permitted our settlement 
to be overrun by the natives, and ourselves 
by the lawless and most blameable inactiot 
and indifference, charactenge our lack of m- 
terest for the welfare of our emstence as an 
enlightened or civilized people? If then the 
people were in duty bound to form and es 
tablish some kind of an organization to insure 
peace, order, protection and prospenty, ĝu- 
ring the inaction of Congress, and having & 
right to choose for themselves, have chosen 
that form of Government which ultimately 
must, and will be acceded to, on the part of 
Gongtess 
What propriety 1s there at this Iate hour, 
of receding to what might have been wel 
enough, it 1s true, in the first instance, a TER- 
RITORIAL GoyERsMENT’? Eyen now,should 
vee accede to such a proposition, before Gon- 
gress could form and carry 1t mto effect, yea, 
long before the' first draught could be made 
upon her Treasury, to defray the expenses 
thereof, our overfowimg and superabundant 
population wall require that adaussion, whcn 
1t would be extremely umpolitic and inconsie_ 
tenttodeny Far preferable is 1t for us to re- 
mam as we are, until Congress shell sez 
proper to admit us asa State.

derstand that the means sent forth 
1s, and will be ‘designed to fuinish 

_teams, almost or quite exclusive- 
ly; and even the cases m which 
wagons will be furuished, will be 
tare. The poor, who can live in 
the States with httle clothing, and 
little or no groceries, &c., can live 
equally as cheap on the 10ad; and 
When once heie, can procure the 
comforts of life by their mdustry. 
Souls are the articles for the Pe- 
petual rund to gather home, and 
that, too, as, many as possible; and 
other things will be attended to m 
their ume and place. 

We are under obligation by cov- 
enant, firstly to apply the Perpet- 
ual Funds gathered iu this coun- 
try, to bring home the poor Samts 
avho were drivea from Nauvoo; 
and as soon as this shall be accom- 
plished, we shall be ready to ex- 
tend our exertions to other places 
and countries. Tet the buro- 
pean Saints contmue to add to 
their Perpetual Funds, which we 
doubt not they have commenced 
according to our previous counsel; 
and as soon as suflicient shall be 
collected to remove a suitable com- 
pany, we will give instructions 
concerning its application, and em- 
igration will commence. 

One year ago, and the Perpetu- 
al Fund was not instituted. Re- 
turns have not been completed, 
this fall; but so far as we can judge, 
they will not now fall much short 
of $20,000, m the Valley. Let 
the Suints abroad imitate the ex- 
ample of the Saints here, according 
to thetz ability, and let this work 
continue to go forward with the

Beloved Brethrer:——Another 
opportunity is presented, whereby 
we may communicate to you what 
great things the Lord has been 
doing for his people; for truly has 
he made the wilderness to bud and 
blossom like the rose, and the 
fruit thereof to come forth in its 
season, While the solitary places 
of the mountains of Ephraim are 
made vocal with the praises of Is- 
rael’s God. 

Since our last Epistle of the 
12th’of April, our Heavenly Fa- 
ther has cheered our hearts, and 
strengthened our hands; and the 
earth has yielded an abundant har- 
vest On the twelfth of May, 
peach trees, of two years’ growth, 
were in bloom; and several trees 
of the same age, in various parts 
of the City, alternately bloomed 
till the twenty-ninth, when cur- 
rants, peas, beans, &c, put forth 
their blossoms, and nature smiled 
with the prospect of early fruits; 
but on the 17th of June the snow 
fell freely on the surronnding 
mountains, followed by a severe 
frost onthe 18th and a slight one 
on the 19th, which injured the 
vines and tender plants; more par- 
ticularly on the lowest lands, yet 
we feel confident that this Valley 
will yet produce the choicest fruits, 
accustomed to the latitudes, as ıt 
new does the richest vegetables. 

The peaches in Bro. Yourg’s 


- garden grew finely, until they 


were accidentally destroyed by 
the sports of the children; and the 
California grape ıs flourishing 
beautifully in the same garden, and 
other places in the City. 

Ou the 13th of May we located 
a farm, one mile by two, near Jor- 
dan bridze, for the benefit of the 
poor, designing to build houses for 
the accommodation of all sneh as 
were not able to busld for them- 
selvea; but on iuvesiieitiou we 
liarned there were but teo per- 

: ; 


sons in the Valley who were un- 
able to provide for themselves, and 
the contemplated farm was con- 
verted into a pasture, for thẹ time 
being. 

The Indians have been more quiet 
the present season than hitherto; 
though the Utes continue to steal 
our horses and cattle more or less, 
and threaten seme A hand of 
Utes killed a small band of the 
Snake Indians, ‘some time in the 
summer, and one white man by 
the name of Baker was killed by 
them on the twenty-ninth of May, 
between the Utah and San Pete 
vallies, though more recently they 
have been on ther hunts, and 
manifested less personal hostility ; 
yet, for the safety of the people, 
the drill aud discipline of the Nau- 
voo Legion is not neglected, for 
we have none to depend upon for 
protect.on but God and his people;

Emigrants from the States, and 
from almost all Nations, passing 
through the States, bound for the 
gold mines, began to armve here 
on the 27th of May, and have con- 
tinned to arrive till the present 
time, though most of them have 
passeda month since. ‘Their num- 

. bers have been much larger than 
the previous year. Several have 
arrived in our city, who had been 
lelt, by their companions to die by 
the way side, and many compa- 
mes and individuals have had con- 
tentions among themselves, not 
very creditable to civilized society, 
and which, contrary to the wishes 
of the Magistracy of our State, 
they have been called upon to 
settle. Itis the urgent wish of all 
the citizens of Deseret, that tra- 
vellers would settle their own dif- 
ficulties; or rather, that they 
would have no difficulties, so that 
our oflicers might pursue their 
daily avocationus in peace. Were 
there no travellers in our midst, 
we might sooh forget the name 
of law-s ut. Asa people we have 
tao much to do to attend to such 
matters. 


Many assores, FE not hundreds of 


thes e Emigrants on arriving at the 
Vall ey, and hearing the Gospel, in 
man y instances for the first time, 
have : been baptized for the remis- 
sion of their sins, and gone no 
furtk er; while others have wit- 
ness 2d our location, peace, union 
and prosperity, and though not 
profe ‘ssing to believe the doctrine 
of C ‘hrist, are making their way 
home > ‘as fast as possible, to bring 
their families nther, where they 
cane} yoy health, in a land of civi! 
and r cligious liberty, where they 
find t. hemselves free to do right. 

Jun e Sth, a mail was received 
from] Canesville P. O., per hand of 
Thom as S Williams, contaning 
the fi rst authentic intelligence 
fiom tł e States this season, and on 
the 141 h commenced the printing 
of the Deseret News, the first Pe- 
riodieal in the State of Deseret. 

Thed ‘auvoo Legion, in wniform, 
honored the 4th of Jily with s 
public p arade, which closed withe 
patriotic + address by the Governor 
of the 1 State. 

The ‘Topographical Engineers 
have clo, sed their surveys for the 
season, a ud returned to Washing- 
ton, asw eare informed, by way 
of Arka nsas. Rumors having 
been circ ulated in the States, that 
the Engir. Ę1ee1s had been yecervel 
with cold ness, aud the object of 
the Exped ition had been forcibly 
opposed b: v the inhabitants of the 
Valley, w æ here give extracts 
from a let ter of Capt. Stansbury, 
[President of the Corps} to the 
Editor of t he Deseret News, dated 
July Ist, 7 0, concerning the mat- 
ter. “Hov ¢ the rumor became 
prevalent, ] am ignorant, * * 
I take pleas ure in declaring that 
nothing cuz ı be further from the 
truth. We were received by the 
President a °d Public Authorities 
with the gz atest courtesy, both 
officially anc ' personally, and will 
remember wi th gratitude the many 
tokens of kir :dness and regard we 
have recetved ` from them and the 
citizens of th 1e place. 

“Ryery faci lity has been studi- 
ously afforded us for the prosecu- 
tion of our du ties; instrurments of 
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' science frankly and gratuitously 
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loaned, and the able and faithful 
assistance obtamed from their com- 
mencement here, of a gentleman, 
well known as a fearless advocate 
of your doctrines, and a prominent 
and influential member of your 
community.” The whole letter 
ism the 4th No. of the “Deseret 
News,” and a copy of the same 
may be found in every newspaper 
in the U. S., that has circulated 
the rumors which drew forth the 
letter, provided the Editor thereof 
ig. an honest man. 

The third Anniversary of the 
Pioneers into the Valley was cele- 
brated on the twenty-fourth of 
July, by the Publie Assembly, 
in a manner worthy of the occa- 
sion, with orations, addresses, 
songs of praise and thanksgiving 
and music, in which the Saints and 
the Pilgiims to the mines seemed 
alike to participate. A synopsis 
of the proceedings were published 
in the 7, 8, and 9th Nos of the 
News. 

On the last of July, Brothers 
Young and Kimball left home on 
a visit to Utah and San Pete, and 
returned onthe 12th of August, 


- having founda place for a good set- 


tlement located a city-at San Pete, 
‘and noticed several intermediate 
sites, worthy the attention of smal- 
ler colonies, whichwe anticipate 
will be settled this fall, making a 
pleasant and safe communication 
from this to om most southern hab- 
itahons. The San Pete settlement 
will also be strengthened, and 
athérs will spread on the Noith; to, 
and beyond Ogden, so that when 
the Emigration of this season shall 
close, there will be a continued 
line of villages at short distances, 
for mere than 200 miles in extent, 
and a company is already chartered 
by the Genecal Assembly of De- 
seret, for the purpose of running a 
regular hne of coaches between 
Ogden and San Pete, to commence 
as early next spring as the travel- 
ling wili permit, aud to be extend- 
ed as fast as the settlements ex- 
tend; also, fiom the Capital to 
Tooele co., by way of the Great 
Salt Lake Bath. 
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The Government‘of ‘the Umon 
has been very tardy ın rendering 
any facilities of communication 
between themselves and the State 
of Deseret, and having been left to 
our own resources for information, 
on the second of August, Br. John 
Y. Green was dispatched to Kanes- 
ville witha mail, and on the 15th 
Elder O. Hyde arrived wuh a 
mail from Kane Post Office, also, 
bringing with him the Frontier 
Guardian, the only filé of new spa- 
pers we are in possession of, from 
any part of the earth for the past 
year. 

The weather has been more 
cloudy, the mghts warmer, and the 
showers more fiequent m the heat 
of summer, and vegetation more 
rapid this season, than hitheito 
consequently, artificial irrigation 
has been less needed, which has 
been a great blessing, for, duiing 
the irrigation season, there were 
not men enough in the Valley to 
water the immense fields of grain, 
had it been as dry as some previ- 
ous seasons. 

The crops have been abundant 
in all the settlements of Deseret, 
this season; and we have made ev- 
ery exertion to have them secured 
for the benefit of all: and although, 
from the best information obtained, 
we have reason to expect that our 
population wall be strengthened, 
nearly, if not quite, fifteen thous- 
and, this season, yet we are confi- 
dent, 1f all will be prudent, there 
will be seed grain, and bread suf- 
ficient to sustain thé whole, till 
another harvest. 

The estimated population of ff- 
teen thousand mhabitants in Des- 
eret, the past year, having raised 
grain sufficient to sustain the thirty 
thousand for the coming year, m- 
spires us confidently to beheve, 
that the thirty thousand the com- 
ing yem, can raise sufficient for 
sixty thousand the succeeding 
year, and to this object and end 
ou energies will be exerted, to 
double our population annually, 
by the assistance of the Perpetual 
Emigrating Poor Fund, and oth- 
erwise provide for the sustenance 
of that population 
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~ MWiewing the gathering of Israel. 
which produces an increased pop- 
ulation in the valleys of the moun- 
tains, an important part of- the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ, and one of 
the most important at the present 
time; we shall send few, or no El- 
dérs abroad to preach the Gospel 
this fall; but instruct them to raise 
gram and buld houses, and pre- 
pare for the Saints, that they may 
come m flocks, hike doves to their 
windows; and we say arise! to 
your wagons and your tents, O, 
scattered Israel! ye Saints of the 
Most High! rich and poor, and 
gather to the State of Deseret, 
bringing your ploughs and drilis, 
your reapers and gleaners, ‘your 
thresheis and cleaners, of the most 
approved patterns, so that one man 
can do the labor of twenty, in the 
wheat field, and we will soon send 
the Elders abroad by hundreds 
and thousands to a harvest of souls, 
among all nations, and the inhab- 
itants of the earth shall speedily 
hear of the salvation prepared by 
Israel’s God for His people. 


Many of the inhabitants of the 
City, aie leaving their good homes 
this fall, and taking up land in the 
country, preparatory for extensive 
farming operations; and many who 
aie now airiving im our midst, are 
gathering im companies of tens, 
twenties, and fifties, to act in con- 
cert for mutual proteetion and as- 
sistance, ın opening new fields, 
establishing new settlements, and 
1 pieparing to feed the friends we 
me callmg home. 


Our messengers who went cast, 
this fall, to visit the camps of the 
Saints, emigrating hither; and re- 
port to us their situation, have dis- 
covered a new route from Greet 
River, south of the old road, to the 
Pacific Springs, on which the feed 
and water are improved; also a 
new route on the north side of the 
Sweet Water River; which, to- 
gether with the road on the entire 
north side of the Platte River, 
fiom its mouth westward, as le- 
cated all the distance, and trav- 
elled the mast of the way by our 
Proneeis 13 1847, is deeidedly the 
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best route for the Saints from the 
States to Deseret. 


., Crossing the Missour Rer 


above the mouth of the Platte, 
and passing the Loupe Fork, 
which is. the only river of much 
-conseqience to cross ou the norelr 
of the Platte, and which muy be 
easily bridged, or tfenied at stiil 
water, and keeping on the entne 
north of the Platte, also of the 
Sweet Water, except near its 
souice in the monntains, and there 
are no natural obstructions on the 
route till you amive at Green Riv- 
ery where a ferry muy be expected 
at high water, and good f weding is 
always found late m the seison. 
Our State Hons: is enclosed, 
the walls are nearly ready for plas- 
tenung; and we have no doubt but 
‘the several apartments will be rea- 
dy for them several uses: the sit- 
ting of the General Assembly, 
High School, Printing Olfice, and 
Tithing, Post, and Recording Of- 
fices, the coming winter. The 
Warm Spring Bath House is so 
nearcompletion, tuat visitants are 
accommodated at the Baths, and 


7 daily and hourly cariages are ran- 


ning from thence to various parts 
of the city 
- There are several extensive 
stdre-houses completed, and near 
completion in our city, and goods 
sufficient in quantity and variety, 
‘with the exception of groceries, 
` for the necessities of the people, 
till another season. 

Sugar ts not only a beverage, a 
luxury, but it is in its nature and 
substance, one of the component 
parts of our animal structure; and

We anticipate some relief in the 
sugar market next season, from the 
culture of the sugar beet. and its 
manufactme, but this can make 
but little impression the first year, 
as we are not informed of more 
than one or two bushels of the 
genuine sugar beet seed in the val- 
ley, thonzh we know of uo coua- 
try, where a greater quantity of 
sacchaiime matter is produced w 
vegetables than this. 

About the middle of Angust, 
Brothers Young and Kimball, ac- 
companied by Brother Hyde and 
others, vistted Weber county, and 
located and gave the plan for the 
ety of Osden.—near Ozden river, 
and between that and the Weber 
river. 

The General Assembly has held 
adjourned sessions, occasionally 
throuzh the summer The sit- 
tings have been very brief, though 
much important business has been 
transacted; important to our young 
anl flourishing state. When the 
coustitution of Deseret wis adopt- 
ed, and its bound irises were estab- 
lished therem, the actual settlers 
of Deseret outnumbered Western 
California as five to three Not- 
withstanding which, a strong ex- 
ertion has been mule by Congress 
to receive California into the Un- 
10n; to the exeluston of Deseret, 
though our petition for admission 
was equally before them.

of feeling Be it longer or short- 
er, the result of that rejection: must
